A Boycott of the Company's COars
Declared and the Men of Other
Linea Adiked to Refuse to
Handle Them,

Drxven, Colo, April 11.—<[Special Tele.
gram to Twe Bee, | -Two Burlington switeh-
men went out this morning at 1:30 o'clock.
This nction was taken as n result of a moot-
ing held Inst night. At least one hundroed
men composed the meeting, 1L was a soerot
session and the men were addressed by rep-
resentatives of the Brotherhood of Rallroad
conduotors, Brotherhood of Rallroad traln-
men, Order of Raflway conductors and the
Switchmeon's Mutual Aid association of Lin-
coln, who were presont again and presented
thelr canse. The sesslon was often intor.
rupted with applause, an evidence ot the
foeling of the men present toward the Ne-
bruska delegates, The non-union men prom-
Isod to support the union mon and thoie
efforts will be backed by union frionds.

The meet-
lng then adjourned,

Tho men say the steike was  declared
out of sympathy with the Lincoln men, Thoy
nsloed nothing more than that the Burlington
recognize tho union and not discharge a man
slmply because he beiongs to an order which,
should he become disabled, would furnish
his family subsistence,

I'he strike last night included both passen-
seuger and freoight switchmen, and one of
the steikers suid they intended to e up the
Burlington so tight that not even President
Harrison could get out of Donver over the
Burlington,
